The following ‘Regulations, recently approved by. 
the Governor General in Council, strict 
obligations upon every employer TO HIM- 
SELF THAT EACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF

POSSESSION OF D.CUMENTS PROVING 
THAT HE IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who is charged with having a 
defaulter in his employ must be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUES- 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC- 
TION at the time when the employee was taken into 
his employment, and that it was reasonably estab- 
lished to his satisfaction that the man was not in 
default under the Military Service Act. It should be 
clearly understood that the Canadian Registration 
Certificates given on June 22, 1918, at the time of 
general registration, in no way define the status of a 
man under the Military Service Act.

Reasonable Prices Have Been Nam- 
ed by Canada Food Board 

The Canada food board has nam- 
ed reasonable prices for wheat flour 
substitutes. These prices will vary, 
from time to time, according to the 
price of grain. “On the Dasis of 
present wholesale prices, corn flour 
ought in small quantities should 
sell at from 64 cents per pound in 
Eastern Canada to 8 cents in the ex- 
treme West; rye flour at from 7% 
cents in Eastern Canada to 8% cents 
in the extreme West; barley  floiir 
at from 6% cents in the East to 6 
cents in the West. The Canada food 
board has warned retailers that ex- 
orbitant prices must not be charged 
for wheat substitutes.

Montdidier, whose hiStory dates 
back to the first millenium of the 
Christian—era,_had—a_population of 
less than 5,000 at the beginning of the 
war, but it was rich in historic asso- 
ciations. It is said to have derived 
its name from—the-fact—that— Didier, 

[| Desiderius, the last of the -Lom- 
bard kings, was imprisoned here in 
774 by Charlemagne. Charlemagne 
having put aside his first wife, De- 
siderius’ daughter, took up the quar- 
rel of Pope Adrian L with the Lom- 
bard monarch, and after marching an 
army across the Alps, captured his 
erstwhile father-in-law’s cafital city, 
Ticinum, and took the vanquished 
ruler back to France, where he died 
in captivity. Montidier is attractive 
ly situated .on an eminence on the 
banks of the River Don. It is the 
capital of an arrondissement in*® the 
department of the Somme, and is 62 
miles tiorth of Paris by rail and 23 
miles southeast of Amiens. Its chief 
industries before the war were tan- 
neries and the manufacture of zinc 
white. When the tides of war finally 
recede, it is probable’ that. the three 
buildings in which the citizens of 
Montdidier took the greatest pride 
will be crumbling ruin, These are 
the Church of St. Pierre, which was 
built before Columbus set sail on his 
voyage of discovery, and which con-

{t will not be out. of the way to 
again call attention to the differenge 
etween the attitude of the Germans 
of Berlin. over the menace of defeat 
and-the attitude of tle French when 
the Germans were within 45 miles of 
Paris, or, for that matter, when they 
were within 20 miles of Paris in 1914, 
even before the people were season- 
ed=to-war and its horrors. 

It has become necessary for Ger- 
many to declare ‘at least. partial 
military law in Berlin to prevent a 
panic; with the army, although -re- 
treating, still in Belgium and France, 

When Paris was threatened; 
when the long range guns of . Ger- 
many were bombing the city, killing 
women and children; when tle dread 
airplanes were bombarding the place 
at night, and the doom of the city 
loomed big, there was no panic. 
Paris stood the strain of it-without 
showing the white feather, It requir- 
ed no soldiers to control the people. 
Their courage kept them calm in the 
face of the gravest danger. They 
trusted only in the cause for which 
their army fought.

right. When the army meets with 
defeat their hope is gone. They 
gloried in the punishment which their 
farmies brutally administered to 
jhelpless Belgium, the havoc it 
lwrowght-in Trance. But when the 
jarmy ‘suffers defeat the--Germans 
think only of the measure with which 
it meted punisliment being measur- 
ed to themselves, and the people 
have-not the courage of the people of 
Belgium and France.

od in attacking the problems of peace, readjustment should be 
accomplished with a minimum of trouble and confusion, but if 

on involves clashes between factions considering 
their own interests before the welfare of the country at large, 
then the diversion of effort towards peace problems will be an 
extremely difficult matter and will be accompanied by indus- 
trial disturbances and financial loss. - 

For four years ‘the government has been the purchaser of 
the great bulk of the produce of the country, and commodities 
of every description have risen in value to a war times stan- 
dard, which cannot be maintained in pence times. 

Huge investments in munition plants and other industries 
necessary to tle supplying of an army in Europe will become 
unprofitable, and thousands of employees must find other 
work. Evenin land heavy investments have been mude at 
prices inflated by the high price of farm produce which will 
embarass the purchasers under the changed conditions which 
must follow. 

Undoubtedly the government of the country during the 
period of reconstruction will have more difficult problems to 
solve than were met in condutting our share of the war, with 
‘a practical certainty that more. opposition will develop than 
has been manifested during the progress of the war. The 
statesmen who assist in the solution of the after-the-war sit- 
uation will deserue all the consideration possible at the coun- 
try’s hands.

The news of a revolution in Germany was a. matter of sus- 
picion from its inception. and is still largely regarded as an 
attempt to avoid the burden of recompense for wrovgs done by 
the German armies. -

Dr. Roux, diréctor of the 
Pasteur Institute and a’ world 
authority on microbes, declares 
that disinfection of public places 
is of no avail in checking the 
disease. “Influen%a is spread 
by direct contact,” he said. 
“Place 20 perfectly healthy 
persons in a clean room with 
one victim of the disease and 
some of the 20 would get it. I 
advise persons who sense they 
are affected to keep to their 
rooms so as to prevent the 
spread of the microbes, In that 
Way many cases can be nipped. 
It isa question only of popular 
discipline. Only by isolating 
the victims can the spread of 
the disease be checked.” 


A bona fide farmer who has 
grown wheat himself may have 
200 pounds of wheat flour in his 
possession, or enough for or- 
dinary household requirements 
of 200 days, and so may any 
consumer who lives at a greater 
distance than five miles from 
his regular. licensed miller or 
dealer, All others are now 
limited ‘to 100 pounds or 60 
days’ supply at any one time, 
except those householders cut 
off frum civilization by the 
close of navigation. These 
people may &iso have the limit 
of 200 daye ordinary supply of 
flour and of sugar likewise.

Persons. | 


Since Thousands of People =re Nursing Influenza Patients 
in the Province the Following Instructions Will Beof Value: 


th Fresh air is the most essential 
requisite to the comfort and well be- 
ing of patients, no matter how ill. 

2. Rest in bed for three days after 
fever has gone is urged ‘to prevent 
complications. 

3. Pneumonia cases should not be 
kept in the same room with uncompli- 
cated influenza cases. 

4. Nourishing food at regular inter- 
vals. 

5. Plenty of water or lemonade. 

6. General unworried service, avoid 
‘chattering, nagging or questioning an- 
ticipate wants of sichest patients, con- 
valesceyyts usually ask for what they 
want. Keep the patients in isolated 
roon in separate beds. Keep patient 
in bed all of the time. (This means 
patient must not get up to go to the 
bathroow), Two or three pillows 
arranged step fashion the ~ losvest 
well: under the shoulders will make 
breathing easier. Keep the arms and 
shoulders well covered. Ventilate the 
room frrely. At the outset, headaches 
and backaches are frequent.. Cloths 
(moist but not dripping) to the head, 
vhanged frequently give some relief, 
Avoid anything that might cause the 
slightest chill. Care of mouth; a 
mouth wash every few hours and cold 
cream to the lips help to keep the 
mouth in a normal condition; if pat- 
ient is extremely weak, swab the 
teetn carefully with ‘moistened cotton 
applications three times daily. 

Coughing | patients should keep 
mouth covered when coughing, paper 
napkins or three thicknesses of toilet 
paper used only once, we safe aud 
better than rags or handkerchiefs. 
Keep a small paper bag pinned to bed- 
side, within easy reach of patients 
hand, to receive the used napkiue.. 
Change bag at least twice daily, or 
whenever it becomes half full.

All bags, napkins, scraps of uneaten 
tood, mouth swab, etc.,. should be 
wrapped in clean newspaper before be- 
ing carried to the kitchen to be de- 
stroyed by burning. 

All linen, sheets, masks, towels, etc., 
should be submerged in a large kettle 
of cold. water in the sicx room, or put 
in a pillowslip or laundry bag. This 
can be safely carried to the kitchen 
stove and when contents have been 
boiled five minutes anyone may finish 
cariug for the linen. When attendant 
cannot s op to wash her own hands, 
door knobs, fancets, etc., should be 
protected by scraps of newspaper 
which may be destroyed after each 
using. Attendants must be constantly 
niasked, must wear big all-over aprons 
in sick room, changipg it to a different 
one always befove enteriug any ether 
part of the house, Attendant must 
keep facilities for washing her-own 
hands, soap, ueil» trush and paper 
towels in clean,place and never touch 
the patient or patients uteusils with- 
oul afterward cleansing her own 
hands thoroughly, Ruooing water is 
better and safer than a basin of weak 
disinfetlant kept for the hands alone 

Everything used sor the patient 
should be kept separately from the 
supplies for the rest of the household. 
This means dishes, bed linen, bath 
wrappers, towels, face cloths, rocking 
chair, etc. 

Families can kelp visiting pursee 
and aids by having hot water towels, 
and newspaper rrady when musses are 
expected.

SHORTEN THE WAR SAYS KAISER 


EXPRESSES HIS IMPERIAL THANKS 


In Address at Krupp Works Emperor William Declared That He 


Was Ready at Any Time to 


Offer the Hand of Peace, but 


Germany’s Enemies Wished to Destroy Her 


Speaking at the’ Krupp munition 
works at Essen, Emperor William de- 
clared that everyone in the remotest 
corner of the fatherland knew that 
he had “left no stone unturned to 
shorten the war as far as possible 
for your people and for the entire 
civilized European world. 

The emperor said it took two to 
make peace, that one could not do it 
unless he could overcome the other. 
Germany, he dectared;-awas confront- 


ed with her enemies’ will to detsroy | 


her, and she must place against this 
her determination to preserve her 
existence. 

After mentioning his offers 
peace, the emperor ‘said that. 
German leaders had made it plain to 
everyone who wished to understand 
“that we are at all times ready to 
offer the hand to peace.” 

In beginning his address the e¢m- 
peror said: 

“My dear friends at the’ Krupp 
works:" I have long felt a desire. to 
pay you a visit during this war, but,

The incident occurred in 
this way: “Outside one of the 
biggest drapery shops of Paris, two 
ladies handled a Union Jack which 
lay on a great pile of flags for sale, 
and remarked in French on its 
cheapness. ‘The salesman, unskilled 
in accents, was rash enough to ex- 
plain the law price by saying that 
‘the Unien Jack wasn’t in season.’ He 
received in reply the most eloguent 
discourse attainable by an indignant 
Jrishwoman of unblemished Joyalty; 
and an Irish brogue speaking French 
is an engine of war before which the 
most intrepid must quail.

Large Output of Grenades 


2,000,000 Produced in U. §. Every 
Month 


The VU. S. war department’has au- 
thorized the statement that hand 
grenades of four types are now be- 
ing produced at the rate of 2,000,000 
a-month, and it was predicted by or- 
dnance department officials that this 
rate of production will be more than 
doubled in the next four months. 
Rifle grenades aré being produced at 
the rate of about 1,000,000 a month, 
This rate will be multiplied appreci- 
ably within the next six months. 

Orders have been placed for more 
than 60,000,000 grenades of both 
hand and rifle type, and more than 
18,000 persons are employed in vari- 
ous “plants throughout the country 
engaged in making them, 

Of the hand missiles under manu- 
facture there are’two types of the 
so-called fragmentation grenades, 
which depend on the effect of ex- 
plosives and the scattering of frag- 
ments; one type of phosphorus gre- 
nade, which on bursting, throws a 
shower of burning fragments. of 
phosphorus and a cloud of . dense 
white smoke, and a gas grenade, 
which spreads a low-lying cloud of 
dense white suffocating gas. 


Strafing U. S. Dentists

What would Tohy Weller, Uncte 
Toby or Sir Roger de Coverly think 
of a land g0 tragically full of widows 
as England to ad It is a subject 
in which even Dickens would _ find 
nothing but sadness; yet sociologists 
extract a certain comfort from _fig- 
ures showing that the social fabric 
is partially repairing itself. Five or 
six years after: the Crimean war, the 
authorities found that of every thou- 
sand marriages, one htindred were 
the remarriages of widows. The-nor- 
mal ratio may be taken as about that 
of 1911—sixty-one to the thousand. 
In 1914 the figure began rising; it 
continued to do so in 1915, and in 
1916, according to the British regis- 
trar general, it reached cighty-five to 
the thousand, Last year it is esti- 
mated that it rose to ninety-four, and 
there is reason to believe that it will 
yet attain the figure of post-Crimean 
days. 

This is a fairly familiar ~pheno- 
menon; it has been observed in this 
country by those responsible for the 
payment of benefits to the widows of 
men killed in disasters, that within a 
few years an extraordinary number 
remarried, In England the. dispro- 
portion between the numbers of men 
and women is such that we would not 
expect the remarriage to be so great 
as here after the Civil war; though 
the presence of a million colonials in 
or near England has reduced the dis- 
proportion.

Great Difference ta Mouglicy at the 
Present Time 


There is at the “present time a 
widely acecpted notion that millers, 
by direction of the government, are 
adulterin their Wheat flour with 
corn and other flours. This is not 
true. The law forbidding anything 
of the kind is still as rigidly enforc- 
ed as ever. 

What the millers are doing is 
simply this: .They’re filling the 
wheat with more of the bran, or out- 
er husks, left in it; and some of them 
are mixing various grades of wheat. 

Consequently the flours on the 
market differ very much in, quality. 

It is the bakers who are required 
by law to add 25 per cent. of some 
cereal other than wheat to _ their 
flour, They choose for  themselyes 
What they will use for the admixture, 
and much of their bread, though 
sold at double price for an undersiz- 
ed loaf, is mighty unpalatable stuff. 

Why don’t they use rice flour? 

Rice makes a beautiful flour, which 
the housewife, for her baking at 
home, can buy of any grocer, It is 
as white as wheat flour, and com- 
bines with the latter so admirably 
that one would not suspect that the 
bread (or biscuit) was not made from 
pure wheat. 


“The Goose Honks High”

“Everything is lovely and _ the 
goose hangs high,” is an old saying 
with a twist to it as many such say- 
ings have, says George«#k. Bolton, in 
“Rod and Gun,’ It should read as 
worded in the title of this articte;

There used to be an 
idea that when the wild goose flew 
high and, of course, honked at that 
same height, that the weather would 
be better, But so many people did 
not know what “honk” meant that 
the popular form of the saying be- 
came “the goose hangs high.”

Half Entire Delivery Is finpreperty 
: Addressed 


More than fifteen million letters 
and parcels, a little more than half 
the entire mail delivery of London, 
are improperly addressed. ‘This in- 
volves considerable labor and delay 
in the sorting department of the pest 
office, and the department. has ap- 

ealed to the public to be more care- 
ul and exact in addressing its com- 
munications, 

In ofder to lessen the work of the 
post office and also because so large 
a proportion of its trained personnel 
joined the army the metropolitan area 
of London, which for a long time 
had been divided into districts. such 
as Mayfair, West Central, East 
Central, Hampstead, Chelsea, Wim- 
bledon, was subdivided and designat- 
ed as Mayfair I., Mayfair II., May- 
fair III., or East Central I, East 
Central IJ., East Central ITI, ete. 

No fewer than 28,000,000 letters and 
letter packets and 200,000 parcels are 
delivered weekly in. the London dis- 
trict, which has a populatien of about 
8,500,000. Of a postal staff of 28,000 
about 15,000 experienced men have 
joined the colors. Their places have 
been taken by women and girls, who 
are new to the work, which also has 
been considerably expanded by war- 
time demands.

umphant entry into Jerusalem, rid- 
ing upon an ass, but wearing a helmet 
to show the only sure way to put 
Christianity —— German brand — into 
force. 

His imperial majesty had long 
wanted to visit Palestine..“When one 
is a sovereign one should visit the 
cradle of one’s “bankers.” 

But there were grave difficulties. 
Then he received a visit from Mr. 

omas Cook, whose business it is 
to conduct excursions, who offered to 
take him there ‘free.. The emperor 
was too clever. He fotesaw the tour- 
ists flocking in the wake of the sec- 
ond greatest mah on earth and 
agreed to furnish the notoriety on 
terms strictly fifty-fifty. 

Apparently Cook was the only man 
ever clever enough to keep the boche 
ruler to his’ word, for despite the 
weariness of William, he was forced 
to heal the sick (in uniform of sur- 
geon’ of -the Salvation Army) and 
even to make: an ascension (in a 
balloon).

Revival of - 
English Jet Industry 


Demand for Black Ornaments Is In- 
creasing 


At Whitby, on the Yorkshire coast 
of England, roughly half way be- 
tween the Humber and the Tyne, the 
manufacture of jet ornaments has 
been carried on as far back .as rec- 
ords exist.

The number of men now employed 
at Whitby is not large, and- visitors 
to the factories have noted that they 
are nearly all old men who learned 
their trade in their boyhood, when 
the industry was prosperous. This 
is thought to militate against the 
permanent revival of the industry,

British Rule in India 


Has Made 


Thriving Commercial 
Cities 


Whenever I hear questioned the 
advantages of British rule in India, 
I recall an experience, says an east- 
ern traveller. Years ago I crossed 
Persia. It was a country of glorious 
history, but seemed to have sunk to 
a state of repellent senility, It was 
as though a curse had fallen upon 
the land, The people were miserable 
and ill kempt. Modern architecture 
was debased. The famous cities of 
Teheran, Isphahan and Shiraz had 
‘relics of past greatness, but they ac- 
centuated the sordidness of the pres- 
ent. There were no roads of merit; 
thefe were no railways whatever. In 
all. my wanderings in over half a 
hundred different countries there was 
no region so wretchedly slothful and 
degraded as the land of the shah. 
Then, as passing through a door, I 
entered India, fe was a neighboring 
eastern country, and many of the 
people were of the same race and 
the same Mohammedan faith; et 
what a contrast! Great thriving 
commercial cities like Bombay, Cal- 
cutta and Madras; a fine transconti- 
nental railway system; excellent 
roads -everywhere; areas of great in- 
dustrial activity; all‘the towns well 
kept and decorated with exquisite 
gardens; on all sides an atmosphere 
of modernism, of stable government, 
of progress. I do not desire to make 
the comparison too marked, but I 
have often wondered whether Persia 
would have been as prosperous as 
India if the British had ruled it, and 
whether India would have degenerat- 
ed ° the position of Persia if left to 
itself, ‘

fence in the spring and summer of 
1919, when America’s weight will 
tell immeasurably, will. have been 
reduced to a minimum. Gen, Pe 
ton March’s predictions of an early 
victory have given great encourages 
ment to the holders of the more op- 
timistic of these two views here, but 
they are not accepted .without ques- 
tion by the others, who hold that it 
is possible to underestimate the ene- 
my’s powers of resistance, and 
equall possible to underestimate 
the difficulties which still confront 
the allies, not only in a military 
sense, but in economic and political 
domains,

To Monopolize 
Russian Trade 


Plans are Proceeding ‘With Syste- 
matic Vigor 


Despite assassinations in Moscow 
and. Kieff and allied military opera- 
tions in the far off north and east, 
Germany’s plans for monopolizing 
the comemrce and trade of Russia 
proceed with systematic vigor, Helf- 
ferich, the- .kaiser’s viceroy. at Mos- 
cow, was appointed to succeed the 
murdered Mirbach, it is now an- 
nounced in the German press, “be- 
cause he is the candidate of the Ger- 
man commercial and __ industrial 
party.” His administration is to de- 
vote itself “less to political than to 
economic questions.” 

The great banking and manufac- 
turing interests are about to exploit 
the business opportunities of the Uk- 
raine in typical Prussian — fashion. 
They have organized two separate 
“research syndicates’ for the. pur- 
pose of spying out the land each 
with a preliminary capital of $5,- 
000,000, which will be increased as 
required to $25,000,000. The Krupps 
and other Rhenish-Westphalian steel, 
iron, and coal magnates are at the 
head of the industrial syndicate,

Concerning Imported Furs 
ccemasainm te 
Sable and Ermine are Most Costly 


Of All 


Ermine is the highest priced of all 
furs and is found only in Russia and | 
Scandinavia. This animal derives its 
value from the fact that it becomes 
pure white in winter, only the tip of 
the tail remaining black. The sking 
ordinarily measure from 10 inches to 
12 inches long and are sold in lots 
of forty, called “timbers.” The sable 
is another costly fur. This animal 
was formerly caught in great num- 
bers, the output for Russia being 
estimated at approximately 20,000 a 

ear, but in 1913 a ban on gable- 

unting was put into force with a 
view to preserving the animal from 
extermination, The overhair of a 
genuine sable skin is of fine texture 
with a bluish tint, while the pelt is 
very soft, but durable. The skins 
range from 15 to 20 inches in length 
and 5 to 8 inches in breadtl,» The 
value and grades vary acc ing to 
the district in which the eulenat is 
found. The furs of various animals 
are dyed-or otherwise treated to im- 
itate sable, the difference being hard 
to detect by those unfamiliar with 
furs, Squirrels are caught in great 
numbers in Siberia, the fur being in 
demand for lining and other general 
purposes, The blue squirrel which is 
found in Eastern Siberia is especially 
in favor, A large number of sea ot- 
ters are captured by hunters and 
trappers off Kamchatka, while ca 
otter furs are also imported into Rus- 
sia from Canada. ‘This fur is largely 
used in the manufacture of caps, 
coat collars, etc. The fox is a fure 
bearing animal of great commercial 
importance, the fur of the silver or 
black fox being next in value to the 
sable, 


“Rifle and “Pick” 

Few regimental badges are so sig- 
nificant as the “Rifle and Pick” of 
the- Pioneer battalions. Unlike the 
labor battalions, which work behind 
the line, the Pioneers are right up at 
the front, and are often digging 
trenches or wiring in No Man's Lan 
They are also regarded as a reserve 
of infantry for their division,’ are put 
through intensive training prior to a 
“push,” and are often called upon 
to “take over” from an infantry bat- 
talion in the front line, It is, indeed 
difficult to say which is their chied 
weapon—the rifle or the pick.

Government Needs 60 Million Feet 
Each Year 


“Of all our native woods, only 
black walnut will do for airplane pro- 


pellers and gun stocks, The © air- 
plane propeller blades must be cx- 
ceedingly tough, They revolve so 
rapidly in action that those on sea- 
planes are sometimes splintered by 
water dashing against them. Properly 
seasoned walnut gun stocks will not 
warp away” from the metal -parts—-of 
the guns. Mahogany is the only eub- 
stitute for black walnut; but leaving 
its high cost out of consideration, it 
must be imported from the tropics, 
jand our ships newadays are too pre- 
cious to be spared for such com- 
merce if we can obtain suitable wood 
at home. 

“The war has brought the first 
great demand for black walnut that 
there has been for twenty-five years. 
Each airplane must have not one or 
two, but four or five, propellers, the 
extra ones to be on hand in case of 
breakage; and this country is settin 
thousands. It takes one . hundre 
board feet of walnut to make a sin- 
gle propeller. Add to this the sup- 
ply needed for gun stocks by mil- 
lions and millions, and it is gasy to 
see why the government's construc- 
tion program calls for sixty million 
feet of black walnut lumber cach 
year.”—Robert F. Wilson St.
